DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Long Bkanoh, N. J.. March 18— The 
Steamer Ruslaad.of the Red Star Liuo, 
from Antwerp, March 5th for New 
York, went ashore near the West End 
Hotellast night. All the passengers, 
crew and passengers' baggage were 
landed this forenoon by life-saving 
crews at the stations.

THE RAILWAY. 

This subject is litely to occupy tho at- 
tentioa of tlio Houwe for a day or two 
next week, the Government having prora- 
iaed to lay their rei.ly t-l^" 
narvoii doRpatcli licforo lluit body to- 
morrow. Tlio nb.stract quostioii to bo 
oonsiilorea in, NvliotliGr tlio people of 
British Columbirt, througli tlieir repro- 
Bcntatives, are the possessors of sufflciGut 
patiouce and patriotism to enable them to 
Bubmit to tbo "delay of a single Rum- 
mer" before rocoiving fi final reply from 
LordCarnurvouiis to tbo course he will 
advise the Pioviuco to puv.'ino to obtnin 
the spirit, if not tho letter, of the Cur- 
narvoQ Terms. We may nn well shilo at 
tho start that we are opposed to tbo 1 inl- 
haruioaio resolution of the Ist of IStan-h, 
-which consoatB to a delay of two in placo 
of tho "single Bummor" RUggestod by 
Lord Caruarvoii. A petitiou ci.ibodyuig 
tho reaolution of that meouiig (with the 
timo limit altorod, without authority, 
from the 1st of August to tho 1st of July) 
has beeu in circulutiou for sooio days. 
The promoters and aiguors of tho docu- 
ment are principally men who shoutad 
thi'msflves hoarse last September m favor 
of immodiato sopanUion. They havo stnl- 
lilied thouisolves by subscribing to tho 
TOaolutiDU of the 1st of Mnrch, and havo 
shown tlial the impeUiug object of their 
agitation whs ooc to bring about Sopura- 
tiou, but to seat cei-tniu mon in tho lioeal 
Goverameat. Had they nttuiued that 
object nothing mora would havo been 
heard of the "'Fight Mackenzie" policy. 
Tliey would have surrendered the railway 
unconditionally aud interested them- 
Felvi-s ill di-ciissiug ihc loaves and fishes. 
Theii bluater and tlu-oiUs havo alarmed 
no ono. It apiK-avs that a tt-w lu.in had 
somehow gut ihuid.;.- into thviv Hhallow 
pates that tho Premier was a man easily 
frightened. That a popular domonstra- 
tion would caase him to discbargo one of 
his Ministers, abandon his policy, and 
shrink into his boots at tho bidding of a 
public meeting, Tho Premier took tho 
•lirBt opportunity of showing that he was 
nottj be iutiinidated by stating that he 
■will not consont in obedience to any 
amount of popular pressure to swerve one 
iota from a course hu believes to bo rignt, 
or part with ouo of his Miuisters so long 
as he enjoj s the coufidt»n(!e. of the coun- 
try as expressed through the Houce. The 
agitators for portfolios may regard that 
decision of tho Premier aa final. He is 
mot to bo scared, and tbo Phiiharmonio 
agitators owo it to House and country to 
explain how aud why they have been 
guilty of tho sublime cheek of pledging 
the whole Provioce to a period of delay 
that was not asked for. In the first place, 
we dispute llio power of Phill'armonic 
Hull tj hpsak fur the conntry; aud in tho 
second place, they havo no right to ask 
either aoveraineut or House lo pled 
themselves to a delay tliat would be sim- 
ply ruinqus. The in-0[)08ed aliernative 
of Separation oontained in the petition is 
"Bounce." If the petitioners meant 
Sopar.atioa tliey would liave begun the 
siriigglo mouths ago. Having sutlured 
their anger to cool it has t-jkeu the shape 
of pubiio meetinKs and iiliotie resolutions 
and crude petitions. Tho House, of 
course, "will receive tlie petition; but 
□either Government nor House will 
adopt its sngseation. No Government 
that did would stand an hour; and fore- 
most in the onslaught on tho Treasury 
benches would bo Mr. Wulkem and his 
live or aix; followers— indignantly de 
raauding to be told liow tho Gcvornmont 
dared to commit tho country to the policy 
of Separation? 

We look for a temijerato and respectful, 
yet firm reply from tho Govornmont; and 
we anticipate tho adoption of that rei)lj 
by the House by a decided majority. Tlie 
country i;i prepared — notwitliHtanding 
wha': petitiooH and resolutions and jueot- 
ings may say to tuo contrary — to accept 
Lord Carnarvon's suggestion of a "single 
summer's delay." Further than that wo 
do not believo they will go this session. 
If, when the House shall meet next win- 
tor, it bo found that tho railway is no 
nearev commeuoi'inent than it is now it 
will bo timo eiiongli to talk of Separation. 
The country is prej'ared to give a ".single 
BDiomer's delay." It will be seusonablo 
next session to discuss whether alio is 
willing to grant two summers, if it be 
found that II "single summer's delay" is 
inadoi^uato. 
Uuiaad tl.,j r,i!!y ;>oi!t'''""' ntrl rnsobitions 
of the leaat iiillucntiiil iiortion of this city 
produce un unfavorable ellect wo look on 
the railway problem as approaching a so- 
lution. Tliero is only ono routo left for 
survey. A dociaioa aa to tho line of road 
canaot be delayed many months, and 
when tho Holection has been made we havo 
Lord Carnarvon's asauranco that ho will 
ba enabled to Htato definitely what ho will 
be prepjrod to recommend to ni(.'et tho 
leasoaable expectations of tho Proviuco, 
What wo art) most anxious to sco is a 
"united front" on this great issue. Tho 
Op[)()sitioii instead of contesting every 
step of tlio Ministry should wmooth away 
the ob>itaclc8 from their [lath. The mem- 
bers of the pre.sent Miuistiy, assisted Mr, 
"Walkem iu displaying a "united front" in 
18'76. AVe shall Bliortly see if he and his 
followers possess sufficient jmtriotism to 
rooiprocate. On tho eveoing of Mr, Wal- 
kem's return from his estates in Califor- 
iii > lie inado ft Hijcoch in which he raid 
' tbc eouidry w-iiht.4 jiolilical rest." "Wo 
11 k til ! conntry whether his coi!S'ai:t i f- 
fort, ;-inee the ]I)uso opene.l, ii-\s not 
been to keep us in a state of political nii- 
TOat and disiiuictmii.' ? llo has loft no :>to!io 
Unturaed — loft no woril nn.--aid that would; 
increase the diffloultics of tho Mi n istry, 
ooniplicato tho Eailwaj' (jiiestion, and 
carry to tlio winds of tho Uauadian and 
■ the Impcriil (lovcrnninnls tho eonvirtion 
that tho country does not presoula "unit- 
<ul front" on the only point ut issue be- 
tween Victoria aud Ottawa. Mr. Wallicm 
has now an opportunity ofTered him of 
retracing bis wayward st«p8. Tho bitter 
experience of tbo past few days must have 
oouviticud him Ihut ho cannot li>ad in iho 
present IloiiKc. Let, him at lea-t liliow 
the country that ho is canablo uf follow- 
ing with a ;;i''"i |<rae(>. 

END OF TEE ASSAULT CASE. 

Yesleiday wo gave (he judgment of the 
fuU Bench of Uie Supreme Court qutish- 
tog the ooDvioliou of Colonel Houghtob 
for ttssanltiog 0. MoK. Smith. The con- 
viotion is shown to havo boon for felony, 
whilst the oharKe was only for oommoa 
assanlfc- W» refrained from oonmeatiag 



on the case whilst it was in Court. Nor 
do we now purpose going into it at great 
length. A plain narration of facts will 
Bulfioo. Aboutfonr weeks ago a commu- 
nioation appeared ia Tbb OoiiONist oom- 
manting in seyere terms on the hostility 
of Mr. DeOosmos. M.P., towards tbo pre- 
Bent only efficient mail serviea tho Pro- 
vince has over had. Assuming that tho 
letter was written by Colonel Houghton, 
D.A.<!.. til'" Siiinihini, on tho following 
day, piibliMlii'd a (diaraetoristically low 
and scurrilous artielooa that gentleman, 
conclndiuf^ with a cowardly .allnsion 
to a lady. The ruffianly ohiiracter of tho 
pariigraph was such as to arouse the in- 
dignation of the entire community, who 
bcgau lo fear that no man or woiuan'.s re- 
putation would be safe if such paragra])hfi 
could be published with impunity. 
There was nothing left Iho Colonel, (who 
could not reach his assailant's fooiiugs 
through his pockets.) but to get at thorn 
through his ekiu, He acoordingly pur- 
chnaed a light rattan, met Smith near the 
Postoflico, and although the latter, who.so 
guilty conseiouco lod iiim to anticipate a 
M-hipping, was armed with a hugabhidg- 
eon, Hogged liiui until tho rnttau broke, 
and tho ijnblisher was reduced to a piti- 
ful spectacle covered from bend to foot 
with welts, contusions, bruises and lacer- 
ations. The writhing publisher carried 
tho case into tho iMunicip.il Police Court, 
over which Mr. (Jourtney presides with 
HO much (ligiiily, grace and legal nbility. 
The prosecutor' told his t-.do. Some por- 
aons said that, like his skin, it was highly 
colored; but tho Colonel declined to call 
witnesses in his own behalf, although bo 
had a score ready to disprove the flagel- 
lated jjublislier's account of tlio rencontre. 
Ho relied for justilicalion on tho atrocious 
character of tho puldiosition. To tbo 
surprise of all present the Polico Mtigis- 
trate seemed to attach no iniportaueo to 
the Rliinder. He even did not cousure tlio 
publisher forthe indecency that led to Iho 
breach of Ibo peai:o. Ho placed tho en- 
tire odium ou Colonel Houghton who boil 
taken up cudgcla in dofeuce of a lady, 
and fined him $50 and costs. The case 
was appealed w ith the result as stated 
above. The money paid as fino and costs 
will be refunded, aud Mr. Smith mint 
defray his own costs, which are consider- 
able, as well as piiy tho pbyflioisu who 
poured tho oil of gladuesa into his lacor- 
ations. 

Theroaro few persona who do not say 
that Smilli di'sorvcd punishment for his 
wickedness, and that ho has beeu taught 
a lesson he will not soon forget. Public 
men are fair gsmo for newsjiaper jioUets 
within certain bounds, but allusions to 
women are uover admipsable. Wo fancy 
that hud tlio Supreme Court been called 
on to express an opinion as to tho char 
acter of tho orticio tho Police Mngis- 
trate roKuriled as of no iuiportanco 
tho publisher would havo sustained a 
verbal skiniiiog at the Lands of the 
learrod judges that would hove been 
scarcely less severe than the phyiiool 
drubbing ndminislered by Colonel 
Houghton.

Bimi corvettes in tho bay hero;" wliethor 
thu aouount iu tho Globe of tho 13th Jan- 
uary, headed "Bussian flout in the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific" was correct, that "iu the 
event of war being doclnred botwoon Eng- 
land and Bussia, tliis iloot of 11 war ves- 
sels would uHSurcilly pnridyrio tho grain 
trade of this country, and di^oigaiiiso our 
IoolI supply. To opposu thusolL Uus.sian 
■\v.u- vesselyj Enfflnud has but 7 ships in 
tlio Pacific, currying but 56 guns — viz., 
tho Ropulse, 12; Amethyst, 1-1; 0\m], 14;

And fiirihor, in the Olobe of 
the t!ih February, under the head, "De- 
serving oUicial attention," that "owing to 
Fsipiimalt being but poorly dofuntiod, 
t :i- Russian tloet could easily boar down 
upon it, and with very little ojjpoaition 
soizo it and its valuable stores;" and 
w hether he will inform tho House if any 
precautions have been taken or prepara- 
tion made to guard against disaster (in 
the event of war) to our colony and ehip- 
jjing in the Pucilic ? 

Mr. Ward Hunt — The information at 
my command does not agree with that re- 
ceived by tho hon. and gallant member. 
(Cheers.) It is to tho efFeot that on tho 
2ith of January last there was at Sau 
Francisco a Ku^sian squadron, consisting, 
not of 13 corvettes, but one corvette, two 
gun ves.-cls, and threu gunboats. Tho 
hon. and gullant gontlemun ncoms to an- 
ticipate an outbreak of war between this 
country and Russia.

SATrBDAT, March 24th. 
Thomas Lindsa.y, summoned for shoot- 
ing a dog the property of Mayor Drake, 
on remand was again brought up. 

Alexander Howe, school-masler at Lake 
District, being sworn, testified to TLomas 
Lindsay telling him that ho hod shot one 
dog and wounded two otherd; did not re- 
member exactly tho day, 

Mr, McElnioii hero stated that ho saw 
nothing iu tlio evidence to cjuvict the 
boy; a dog had been shot but no descrip- 
tion was given of the dog; and then again 
this dog was liable to be killed, for the 
prosecutor shows that Lindsay had a tame 
door witli a bell round its neck and thaf. 
this doer never left tho field; now tho 
dog went over into Lindsay's li(jld chased 
it and was fast gaining on it, wheuThnin- 
us Lindsay is supposed to' have shot it. 
^Ir. McElnien then quoted several cases 
to prove that the dog if shot was not shot 
unlawfully a-'d the shooting was justifi- 
ed under tho circumstaiieos. 

Mayor Drake then explained that there 
waa tho strongest possible evidence to 
prove that tho dog shot was hia (Drake's) 
dog. The authorities oiled by Mr. Mo- 
Elmen had no force here as we have uo 
private porks and chases. Tho woods 
here are free to all and theao authorities 
aro simply on the game laws in England. 
As fur tlio malice and intent the very fact 
of his boaatiuf^ ;hat ho had shot tho dog 
proves that be had deliboratoly shot tlio 
dog. Mayor Drake explained that ho 
had no vindictive feelings; but simply 
wished to put a stop to this killing of 
valualilo dogs. 

Mr. ]\IeElmen moved that tho case bo 
dismissed with tho prosecutor paying the 
costs, 

'I'lif! Ciiui t then reviewed tho case in 
full, and thought evidence should havo 
been got to prove that Thomas Lindsiiy 
shot the dog; then there was no o/i<leuc'o 
to prove that the dog was shot at all; und 
then iigaiii the dead dog is not identified. 
The Court diil not think that the case had 
been iirnven and so dismisRed it, but 
stated that as far as (lossiblo should any 
case of dog-shooting bo proved before tho 
court that they would do all in their pow- 
er to put an end to the practice. Ths 
Court would not allow costs. 



Yiotoiia.Planing Mills. 

Few persons are aware that within the 
past few months there has sprung up in 
this city an establishment for tho produc- 
tion of many nrticles that have heretoforcj 
b^en imporled and which, should thi! pro- 
prietors meet with tlio encouragement 
their entorpriso merits, will prove the 
means of stopping another of tho many 
leak* Ihrougli which much of the wealth 
of the Froviiieu escapes to onrioL a for- 
eign country. The Victoria Ploning Mills 
aro nituiited on Store street, just beyond 
Sprait'g new wharves. The building cov- 
eis a largo area of ground. The mills are 
furnidied with improved now laborsaving 
maoliinory, und the visitor sees moulding 
machines, universal wood-workers, groove 
and tongue and. tenon-maoblnes, baud- 
saws, slinpor.i for circular work, ma- 
chinos foi bliii'la and sashes, and huge 
planers performing their respective of- 
fices, amidst a whirl of wheels und pulleys 
and clouds of sawdust. Every facility 
for turning out work well and cheaply 
is contained at tbe mills. Attached iu a 
kiln for seusouing lumber, a most neces 
sary adjunct. Messrs. Muirhead & Maun 
aro the proprietors of tlio mills and they 
seem to have entered on a pro.sporous 
buaiuosB career. Tliey intend to put a 
stop to the importation of doors, eashos 
and blinds, and their intention deserves 
oucouragemeut. 



The Gambling; Act. 

This Act, which drew forth Mr. Bun- 
Bler's lute speech at Ottawa, provides that: 
"Whosoever in any railway car, or 
steamboat, used as a public conveyance 
for pa'seugors, by moans of tho game 
commonly known as ' three card moiite," 
or of any other game uf cards, dice, or 
other instrument of gauiblinu:, oi' by any 
device of like character, obtains from any 
other person any money, chattel, valu- 
able security or property, shall be deem- 
ed to bo guilty of tho misdemeanor of 
having obtained tho same unlawfully by 
false Jiretences, and sliall be lisblo to be 
punished by imprisonnuint in any gaol 
or place of confinement for any term less 
than Olio year, with or without hard lubor 
and with or without solitary confinement; 
and every person aiding, encouraging, 
advising or confederating with any per 
son in the com mission of the said ofl'i-iice 
shall bo d(?emed guilty thereof and liable 
to be punished in like manner, as a prin- 
cipal therein; and any attempt to commit 
8Uob offence by actuidly engaging any 
person in anrsuch game with intent to win 
money or other valuable thing from him, 
shall be a misdemeanor, punishable in 
like niahner us the olTenoo itself." 

Power is fiivi ii any eoudnetor, master, 
clerk or employoi. on any railway train, 
or steamboat, station or landing to ar- 
rest offenders without a warrant, and Jus- 
tices of the Peace may deal with such of- 
fenders in a summary manner.

Editor CoTjOnist:— Tho following ques- 
tions seem to bo pertinent at the present 
time: 

Suppose we had a railway from Nanai- 
mo to Esquimolt, what would be the coat 
of raising coal from the pit to the railway 

cars V 

AVliat would be the height of a bridge 
over Heymour Narrows, allowing a vessel 
to sail under itV 

If immigranls came by therailvray.what 
employment could we give them when 
they arrived ? 

It appears to me that a ship canal would 
answer all purposes much better than a 
railway. 'Iho diatnnco fiom Esquiiiialt to 
Saanich Arm is only -1 miles. Thence a 
steamer can ply to Cowiohan, Maple B.ay, 
and so on inland to Nanaimo, with the ad- 
vantage of being safe from attack from 
Ssn Juan, in case of a war with America. 
Thorn is a fine qnurtz quarry on thu wa- 
ter's edge bolow Mount Newton Hotel, 
and I am told thero is a black marble also 
at Saanich. There is a limestone at Cow 
iclian which is easily quarried and makes 
an excellent building material. A great 
portion of Cowichan Bay could be re- 
claimed ; it is filling up fast as it is. 

At Victoria public works on a largo 
scale might be undertaken under favora- 
ble circumstauces, tho natural advantages 
being great. 

A breakwater for instance might bo 
formed between Beacon Hill and Macau - 
ley's Point by running t\ tunnel into Bea- 
con Hill, thus affording space for a pow- 
der magazine. 

A reservoir could bo formed by stop- 
ping up tho Victoria Arm where tho old 
bi-idf;e was at tho foot of Johnson street. 

A drawbridge and watorgato at Hospi- 
tal Point would convert Victoria 3arbor 
into an extensive dock. 

A review of what has been done about 
London an^l Dublin and other large cities 
would show that works of the kind I al- 
lude to aro practicable and profitable. 

From tho geographical position of Van- 
couver Island, its climate and natural re- 
sources, it must beoomo u place of great 
iiuportaoco. Canals, and reservoirs of 
good fre.ili water are of vast importance 
111 populous communities. 

.•V shiii-caiial would cot, necessarily, 
prevent tb(i building of a railway, while 
it would alVord tho furmers at yaauieh, 
Cowichan, Comox and other districts the 
means of fetching their produce to mar 
ket. 

Perhaps the local Legislature would 
I'-lipropriato a small sum for surveys and 
reporla on tho be.it coiirea for a oanal to 
Nanuimo, with an estimate of tho proba- 
ble cost of such an undertaking. 

By running the canal from Itoss Bay to 
Saauich, keeping near the coast, with a 
few fortifications on heights above tho 
sen opposite S.»n Juan, that island would 
bo of li'ilo use to the Americans as a 
means of aggression. _ M.

I have given you hero simply what 
I saw aud heard without the loast exag- 
geration or stretch of imagination, 
Nothing could make me boliovo that tho 
spirits of the (lead had aught to do with 
it, yet I cannot think it trickery. Elec 
tricity, magnetism or whatnot, I believe 
wo shall fully understand it some day.

Irreverent Conduct of the Eitualists.

Wamuingtcn, D.C, Feb. 26th, 1877. 
Last Friday evening I attended a spirit- 
ual .seduce— the first time in my life that I 
liav(f ever witnessed anytliiug of the kind. 
Mrs. Hardy, of Now York, 1 believe, was 
tho materializing medium and the seance 
was at tbe house of a lady chiirvoyaut 
physician who resides in this city. Curi 
osity waa, of course, the principal feeling 
th-it led nie thither, though there wero 
uidigled with it a doop wish to investi- 
gal',,' the subject as far as I might bo able, 
together with tbo purpose of giving tho 
benefit of whatever there was to be Hoon 
or heard tJ j-our readers. There wote 
fiftieu or twenty persons present, uU gon- 
tlomeu excepting Mr. Hardy, Mrs. Wright 
(the ])hysiciaii and hostess) aud twoother 
ladies-aud all but five thorough spirit 
ualisis. 1 arrived a few miiiutos before 
the time for tho sfuuce to begin and was 
shown into doub:e-parlors whore tho com- 
pany sat talking aud laughiug iu a right 
uffa lo monner. In tho middle of the 
biudc parlor stood a rough pino table with 
|)ieco of Idack wat<-rproof tacked round 
tlio eilgesand falling to the floor, thereby 
concealing the legs of, and siiaco unilor, 
tho table. In tho ceutro of tbo top was a 
lotiiid hole about the size of an ordinary 
breakfast plate. Over the top w as spread 
a smooth rod cloth with a slit in the eeii 
tro about six iuehos in length, and this 
was tbo extent of tho apparatus as far as 
it was jiossiblo to discover. Wo made a 
tliorougli osaniination of tho table, cloths, 
Uoor and carpet, but could detect nothing 
whatever that was hidden or indicative of 
trickery of any sort. The time for tho 
performance to begin having arrived, tho 
party took seats around tho table removed 
from it about two foot, Mrs. Hardy sitting 
111 one end, as far away from the table as 
the rest. Tho liglils ' woro thou turned 
down (not out) in tlio back i)arlor wliera 
we sat, those iu the front room beinf; loft 
burning so the light •was only Bufficient 
fur n^ to boo each other's faces distinctly. 
No hands wero placed upon tho table and 
all profiont hold thoir hands in full sifihl, 
and yet wo had waited no more than a 
pijinivto or two when all, law the tablor 
ploth mora ia thsntiddlo »adin »f«ir"i6* 



There was n sinf^'ulnr scene at St. 
Jatne.s" Church, liiitcbain, ou tbe Sun- 
day following Mr. 'luotb's release from 
the Horseinonj^er-lano Gaol. The 
Church waa tilled, tbe Kitualists ap- 
parently numbering about 300, and 
the anti-Rilua ijls about 700. The 
images and other decorations bad all 
been removed from tho sapor alter, 
and, exceptiucr two brass ciuidlo-slicka 
there were no decorations on the com- 
muuiou table. Tbe organ still remain- 
ed barricaded, and tlio old choir wero 
absent, but a new choir ard a harmon- 
ium placed in tbo chancel supplied 
their places. When Mr. Dale, who in 
Mr. Toolh'.i auocLssoi'.read the opening 
oxhortntion tbo now congregation rose , 
while ou tbe o her hand tho Kitualists, 
who had provioualy boeii standiiig, sat 
down. When tbo iinti Ritualists knelt 
to join in the appointed confession t'ao 
Uilualists rose lo their feet. When 
the anti-llitualisls stood up to join in 
tbe Gloria Putri the Bi^ualists in a 
body sat down. As tbo uuti-llitualistB 
stood lo !-ing tho A'eiiite, all the Eit- 
uuliHia wcutduwii on their kiiees, and 
so rcmainc-d till tlio binging wn.s over. 
During the sinking of tlio UlOth rsiilui, 
previous lo tbo coinimiuioii borvico, 
the llitualistis loft tho church. For 
tho reading of tlie Litany tbo minister 
luid had the fal-,stool placed outside 
of the chancel, .so that ho could faeo 
toward tlio cast. One of tho new 
churchwardens had tinned it around, 
so that tho vicar would havo to face tbo 
people, with his back to the east. The 
minister refused to have it in that 
l)osition, and before bo bou:an tbo Lit- 
any he iuul it turned around. Tho 
new viciir, in ths coLirso of bis sermon, 
rebuked tho cliuicliwardun for revers- 
ing the fal-atool, and the Ititualists for 
their iiveligiouB conduct. "We have 
Boon," bo said "these persona in tbo 
jircKeiico of that (lOil who dwelled iu 
the heavens, in order to gratify some 
private piqiio, think it 111 to sit down 
when otlior.T hIiiiuI up and kneel whon 
they ought to havo stood." Thoro 
were only eight policemen on duty. 
Tbo church at tho close of the com- 
munion, at •which the minister wero 
tho only communicants, was quietly 
cleared.

CALIFORNIA, 

San FitANoiai'o, Marcu 2;!.— The linn 
of Caliaghan, Lynch & Co. . brokers. 
No. 106 Leidesdorf street, doing bu.si- 
nes3 in the San Fraucisco Stock and 
Exchange Board, have suspended, tho 
failure being almost enUrely caused by 
unlucky operations iu Savug'j, Cale- 
donia and Uuiou Consolidated with 
liabilities of !f[)>iO,000. Tiii.s is tlio 
heaviest failure of any firm of brokers 
dealing in mining stocks over known 
on tho coast. Their liobilities aro 
principally distributed among tbo per- 
sonal friends of tbo members of the 
firm. About $200,000 of tho debts of 
the firm aro secured, This amount 
comprises a large amount of money 
borrowed from Jas. 0. Keene. C. D. 
Sullivan, of theiirmof Sullivan, Kelly 
& Co., loses about ^300, 000 borrowed 
money. This is Sullivan's private loan 
and is in no manner connected with 
the firm of which he is a member. 
A. J. Bailey, one of tbe assignees, 
loses about $60,000. Callagban's 
father Buffers the loss of about ^155,- 
000. His undo, Uiivid L. Callngliau, 
$ .0,000 and Eugene Cassorly ?20l>,000. 
Tbe balance of liabilities aro scattered 
about in smaller sums. The failure is 
stated to be a total one aud is caused 
ontirejy by tbe fall in the stock market.

A. J. Bailey.
